You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house, 
in  said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March 
next,  at  six-thirty  (6:  30)  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  any 
more  money  for  the  repairs  of  highways  than  the 
law  requires. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto.

DEPARTMENT 


The  Fire  Department  was  called  this  past  year 
to  answer  to  90  calls.  This  was  15  calls  less  than  last 
year.  There  were  78  bell  alarms  and  12  still  alarms. 
The  department  was  called  out  of  town  11  times  and 
once  to  a  drowning  accident.  The  department  is  in 
splendid  condition,  with  new  hose,  which  is  the 
largest  single  expense,  being  added  again  this  year. 
The  fire  loss  for  the  year  amounted  to  $10,398.34. 
The  value  of  the  property  on  fire  was  $39,812.00. 
The  amount  of  insurance  carried  and  paid  on  the 
loss  was  $5,536.34.  The  remaining  $4,862.00  loss 
was  not  covered  by  insurance.  Again  I  want  to  thank 
the  voters  and  taxpayers  of  Salem  for  their  splendid 
cooperation  in  the  past.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salem: — 

Your  school  board  is  pleased  to  submit  to  you  at 
this  time  its  annual  report  concerning  the  condition 
of  the  schools  of  the  town  as  well  as  some  of  the 
more  important  problems  in  connection  with  their 
maintenance.  The  schools  are  in  good  condition 
and  a  number  of  improvements  have  been  effected 
during  this  year  which  have  materially  added  to 
their  value  to  the  school  system,  both  from  the 
viewpoint  of  better  appearance  or  increased  con- 
venience and  efficiency.  The  board  was  very  glad 
to  be  of  service  to  the  community  on  the  occasion  of 
the  national  registration  when  the  high  school  audi- 
torium and  equipment  was  used  to  help  in  this  duty. 
The  staff  of  the  school  as  well  as  the  students  in 
the  commercial  department  were  very  desirous  of 
rendering  whatever  service  they  could  and  in  many 
cases  were  of  great  assistance  to  the  committee. 
As  far  as  possible,  we  have  continued  to  cooperate 
with  the  board  of  selectmen  in  the  development  of 
the  new  athletic  field  in  the  rear  of  the  high  school. 
The  board  was  pleased  to  receive  on  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  the  community,  a  gift  to  Woodbury  High 
School  in  the  form  of  a  bronze  statute  ''Diana  at  the 
Chase" — mounted  on  a  pedestal.  This  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Abbie  C.  Foster  of  Methuen  in  memory  of 
her  brother,  the  late  Levi  Woodbury. 

The  most  important  of  the  repairs  and  improve- 
ments were  listed  as  follows: 

Woodbury  High  School — One  of  the  main  items 
of  repair  here  consisted  of  replacing  the  water  pipe 
from  the  street  to  the  inside  of  the  building.  The 
supply  of  water  has  been  inadequate  for  some  time, 
due,  as  was  found,  to  the  small  pipe  originally  used, 
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as  well  as  to  the  formation  of  scale,  etc.,  within  the 
pipe.  The  new  pipe  was  4-inch  pipe  and  at  the  same 
time  a  new  gate  valve  was  put  in.  An  addition  to 
the  heating  system  has  been  provided  in  the  audi- 
torium by  the  installation  of  a  suspended  fan  type 
heating  unit.  This  should  tend  to  eliminate  a  cold 
auditorium  condition  which  has  been  a  source  of 
much  inconvenience  during  the  cold  months  each 
year.  A  bad  bulge  of  the  large  window  casing  on 
the  east  side  was  corrected,  new  grates  were  provid- 
ed and  installed  in  the  boiler,  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  desks  were  revarnished,  all  the  outside  win- 
dow sashes  and  casings  were  repainted  and  a  few 
of  the  old  typewriters  were  replaced  by  new  ones. 
To  conform  to  the  rule  for  new  type  standard  metal 
back  boards  for  basketball,  new  equipment  of  the 
latest  approved  type  has  been  installed. 

No.  1  School — This  school  was  found  to  be  in  good 
condition  other  than  minor  repairs.  However,  owing 
to  its  exposed  situation,  it  was  felt  that  by  providing 
modern  metal  weatherstrip  on  all  windows  and 
doors,  existing  excessive  drafts  would  be  stopped, 
a  more  even  degree  of  heat  could  be  maintained  and 
some  savings  on  fuel  costs  would  result.  This  was 
done. 

No.  5  School — Outside  of  regular  cleaning,  no 
work  was  required  at  this  school.  Two  large  tree 
stumps  in  the  school  yard  were  removed  and  the 
fence  repaired. 

No.  4  School — A  bad  vault  and  toilet  situation  at 
this  school  was  remedied  by  completely  rebuilding 
the  end  of  the  shed  and  constructing  the  toilets  in 
a  new  location  over  a  new  cement  vault.  The  coal 
and  wood  bins  were  rearranged  to  the  end  that 
we  have  a  much  more  efficient  and  compact  unit 
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than  before.  These  repairs  definitely  eliminated 
a  very  bad  condition  in  more  ways  than  one  and  im- 
proved the  appearance  of  this  building.  A  number 
of  seats  and  desks  were  repaired. 

No.  6  School — The  basement  wall  was  pointed 
up  and  a  cement  apron  constructed  along  one  side 
which  with  some  grading  improved  the  appearance 
around  this  school.  Some  plaster  was  repaired  and 
doors  put  in  condition.  The  new  wire  fence  along 
the  property  line  to  replace  the  old  wooden  one,  as 
well  as  the. removal  of  the  dead  trees  in  the  front 
of  the  school  further  adds  to  the  surroundings  and 
the  yard. 

No.  7  School — This  school  was  painted  on  the 
inside  and  a  new  partition  constructed  between  the 
toilets. 

No.  8  School — This  school  building  is  in  good 
shape  and  only  a  few  minor  repairs,  a  little  grading 
in  front  and  a  new  grate  for  the  boiler  were  required 
here. 

No.  9  School — Some  plaster  was  repaired  here, 
the  lock  on  the  door  fixed  and  the  toilets  put  in  or- 
der in  the  basement. 

We  feel  that  as  a  whole,  our  schools  are  in  good 
order,  that  our  transportation  of  pupils  is  being  car- 
ried on  in  an  efficient  and  orderly  manner,  and  that 
a  splendid  spirit  of  cooperative  teamwork  extends 
throughout  our  entire  organization  in  our  local 
school  system.  With  great  regret  we  must  mention 
that  this  year  marked  the  passing  to  his  last  reward 
of  Leslie  Colburn,  who  had  for  a  number  of  years 
served  the  community  as  janitor  of  the  high  school. 
He  did  his  job  the  best  he  could,  and  carried  on 
till  the  last.  May  he  be  justly  rewarded  in  his 
eternal  life  beyond. 
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Before  concluding  this  report  we  wish  to  thank 
the  members  of  both  the  Salem  Woman's  Club  and 
the  Salem  Men's  Club  and  at  the  same  time  offer  our 
apologies  to  them  because  of  our  failure  to  do  so 
previously.  For  a  number  of  years  the  Woman's 
Club  has  awarded  emblematic  gold  basketballs  to 
the  senior  girls  of  each  year's  high  school  girls'  bas- 
ketball squad,  and  the  Men's  Club  has  given  a  fine 
dinner  and  entertainment  for  the  members  of  the 
football  squad  when  they  were  presented  with  their 
sweaters  and  letters.  These  groups  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  interest  in  school  activities,  for 
it  is  this  spirit  of  cooperation  by  the  citizens  of  the 
community  that  provides  the  courage  to  all  to  con- 
tinue on.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Granite  State 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Co.  for  the  loan  of  the 
electric  range  and  refrigerator  for  use  by  our  stu- 
dents in  the  domestic  arts  course. 

Once  again,  we  wish  the  people  of  Salem  to  know 
that  we  deeply  appreciate  their  continued  interest  in 
our  schools,  for  it  is  only  by  this  continually  increas- 
ing interest  that  the  school  system  is  enabled  to 
function  in  a  manner  that  will  produce  the  best  re- 
sults for  the  greatest  number  and  will  give  the  great- 
est value  for  each  dollar  expended.

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report,  Table  I,  is  for  the  school 
year  ending  June  30,  1940,  and  Table  H  is  for  ten 
years  ending  June  30,  1940.  This  report  is  followed 
by  the  report  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School, 
the  Music  Supervisor,  and  the  School  Nurse. 

The  following  is  a  resume  of  the  changes  which 
occurred  in  the  teaching  staff  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year ;  Mrs.  Miriam  Smith  resigned  her 
position  as  teacher  of  the  Language  Department  in 
the  High  School,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the 
election  of  Miss  Rachel  Hartford.  Miss  Helen 
Rowell  terminated  her  contract  in  the  middle  of 
the  year,  and  Miss  Mildred  Myers  was  elected  to  the 
position.  Miss  Margaret  Hennessey  resigned  her 
position  at  the  No.  9  School,  to  be  married,  and  Miss 
Barbara  Annis  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy  in  the 
Primary  Room.  Several  of  the  Salem  teachers  at- 
tended Summer  School  last  summer.  Mrs.  Helen 
Titcomb  and  Miss  Adelaide  Hilliard  went  to 
Plymouth  State  Teachers'  College;  Miss  Rachel 
Hartford  attended  Pennsylvania  State  College ;  Miss 
Doris  Martin  attended  Boston  University  Summer 
School ;  Eugene  Rourke  went  to  N.  H.  State  Univer- 
sity, and  Miss  Estelle  Simpson  attended  summer 
school  at  Capital  University,  Columbus,  Ohio.  It 
is  commendable  that  so  many  of  our  teachers  have 
been  active  in  furthering  their  professional  educa- 
tion by  study  during  the  year. 
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The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  re- 
port was  seven  hundred  twenty-one,  which  was 
thirty-four  less  than  during  the  previous  year.  The 
school  attendance  averaged  96.07  per  cent  of  the 
membership,  as  compared  with  the  state  average 
of  95.37  per  cent. 

Fifty-seven  boys  and  girls  completed  the  work  of 
the  eighth  grade  last  June.  All  but  three  of  th^se 
have  entered  a  high  school  this  year.  Each  of  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  give  a  medal  to 
the  pupil  in  the  graduating  class  of  the  elementary 
schools,  who  has  best  exemplified  the  principles  of 
good  citizenship.  The  medal  was  awarded  to  Arlis 
Bignell.  The  Scholarship  Medals  given  by  the  Sa- 
lem Board  of  Trade,  to  eighth  grade  students,  were 
awarded  as  follows: 

Gold  Medal  —  Lois  Downs 
Silver  Medal  —  Dolph  Holm 
Bronze  Medal  —  Arlis  Bignell 

The  report  presented  by  Mr.  Atherton  contains 
detailed  information  about  the  Woodbury  High 
School.  The  spirit  and  the  work  of  the  school  is 
fine.  It  is  encouraging  that  a  beginning  has  been 
made  in  starting  a  study  of  Mechanic  Arts  Courses 
at  the  High  School.  Such  a  study  will  take  time,  in 
order  that  the  best  possible  plan  for  a  shop  and 
courses  may  be  worked  out  for  presentation  to  the 
public.     The  study  should  be  continued. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  dur- 
ing the  year  to  all  pupils  in  grades  two  through 
grades  eight.  The  Otis  Mental  Test  was  adminis- 
tered in  the  fourth  grade.    Through  a  study  of  the 
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test  results  the  teacher  is  able  to  determine  where 
there  rnay  be  weaknesses  in  her  work  with  individ- 
uals as  well  as  with  the  group  as  a  whole.  She  is 
then  in  a  better  position  to  correct  those  weaknesses 
and  modify  her  program.  These  tests  are  a  strong 
factor,  also,  in  teacher  growth,  with  the  improve- 
ment in  teaching  efficiency  as  a  result.  The  results 
obtained  on  the  Standard  Tests,  in  the  tool  subjects, 
that  have  been  given  during  the  year  have  been  satis- 
factory. In  most  instances,  our  median  achievement 
has  been  at  or  above  the  standard  set  by  the  test. 

The  radios  continue  to  be  used  in  the  classrooms, 
with  increased  effectiveness.  The  most  helpful  pro- 
grams have  been  those  in  geography  and  literature. 
We  continue  to  limit  ourselves  to  two  listening  peri- 
ods per  week. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Hammond,  of  Manchester,  start- 
ing last  October,  has  conducted  classes  in  lip  reading 
and  speech  training  for  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing 
school  children.  Instruction  has  been  given  to  two 
groups  for  an  hour  each  per  week  during  the  school 
day.  Mrs.  Hammond  is  conducting  similar  classes 
at  Derry  and  other  towns  in  this  vicinity. 

In  last  year's  report  there  was  printed  informa- 
tion on  the  method  of  securing  a  working  certificate. 
Considerable  confusion  is  still  in  evidence.  There 
are  two  things  to  keep  in  mind.  (1)  The  working 
certificate  must  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  work  is  lo- 
cated. (2)  Those  between  sixteen  and  twenty-one 
years  old,  desiring  a  certicate,  should  present,  in 
person,  to  the  certifying  officer,  a  birth  certificate, 
and  a  statement  from  their  employer,  certifying 
that  employment  is  being  given. 

The  goal  of  the  school  and  the  home  is  the  same — 
good  citizenship.  A  good  home  is  still  the  best 
school  yet  devised  by  society.     Too  often  we  think 
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of  education  as  the  learning  acquired  in  schools, 
from  books.  We,  in  school  work,  know  that  "book 
learning"  is  only  a  part  of  life's  education.  We  try  to 
teach  the  meaning  of  work,  cooperation,  leadership, 
followership,  and  to  develop  traits  of  good  personal- 
ity. We  believe  in  the  necessity  of  the  three  R's,  for 
we  know  that  these  subjects  have  a  life  value  and 
use. 

But  parents  are  teachers.  The  home  is  more 
fundamental  than  the  school  in  getting  ready  for 
life ;  for  a  home  is  a  natural  situation.  The  family 
group  has  been  the  basis  of  society  for  untold  gen- 
erations. 

What  ought  parents  teach?  First,  parents  ought 
to  teach  the  meaning  of  discipline.  The  school  has 
your  child  a  few  hours  a  day  for  less  than  half  the 
days  of  the  year.  Discipline  is  a  difficult  trait  to 
describe.  But  it  is  self-evident.  Life  requires  disci- 
pline. It  is  the  parent's  primary  responsibility 
to  instill  it.  The  reasonably  disciplined  child  has  a 
head  start  in  the  battle  of  life  over  the  one  who 
has  learned  little  self-control. 

Second,  parents  ought  to  teach  their  children  the 
meaning  of  work.  It's  just  as  easy  to  instill  the 
work  habit  in  children  as  it  is  the  play  habit.  Work 
is  a  foundation  stone  of  success  in  life.  Many  young 
people  do  not  succeed  in  their  jobs  because  they 
lack  the  work  attitude.  The  parent  who  says,  "Let 
John  and  Mary  have  a  good  time  now;  they'll  find 
out  what  life  is  when  they  grow  up,"  is  doing  his 
children  a  great  wrong.  True  education  is  getting 
ready  for  this  practical,  everyday  world  of  ours,  and 
honest  work  is  a  vital  part  of  it. 

Third,  the  home  should  teach  certain  traits  that 
help  mould  a  well-rounded  personality;  courtesy, 
cleanliness,  an  optimistic  viewpoint,  right  attitude 
toward  money,  co-operation,  self-reliance,  and  learn- 
ing to  live  with  others. 
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The  goal  of  the  home  and  school  is  the  same. 
We  want  young  people  to  become  good  citizens. 
Working  together,  in  common  understanding,  we 
can  help  boys  and  girls  become  the  right  type  of  citi- 
zens. 

We  have  tried  to  prepare  our  pupils  for  enlight- 
ened citizenship  by  attempting  to  develop  skills  in 
the  fundamental  tool  subjects  —  arithmetic,  read- 
ing, spelling,  spoken  and  written  English,  geography 
and  history.  Every  child  should  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  success  in  his  work. 

Science  plays  such  an  important  part  in  human 
living  today,  that  it  must  have  a  definite  place  on 
the  school  program.  The  work  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  has  been  so  arranged  that  the  boys 
and  girls  would  learn  to  appreciate  their  immediate 
environment. 

Health  and  Safety  Education  continues  to  receive 
considerable  attention.  Safety  Patrols  are  con- 
tinued at  No.  1  and  No.  6  schools,  and  additional 
patrols  have  been  established  at  No.  8  this  year. 
This  arrangement  makes  for  a  safe  and  orderly  pass- 
age from  school  to  the  home. 

Another  important  phase  of  our  work  has  been  to 
provide  at  least  to  some  extent,  activities  that  will 
influence  the  pupils  in  the  use  of  their  leisure  time, 
not  only  now,  but  later  in  life.  Our  world  has  be- 
come "leisure  time  conscious."  One  writer  states: 
"The  backyard,  playground,  and  street  parallel  and 
eclipse  the  school — the  press,  the  radio,  the  motion 
picture,  and  the  comic  strip  all  reach  out  after  the 
child."  The  School  cannot  change  all  of  these  in- 
fluences at  once,  but  it  can  assist  the  child  in  many 
ways  by  intelligent  and  patient  guidance. 

In  the  schools  of  Salem  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
worthy  use  of  leisure  time.  Various  clubs  have  been 
organized,  and  are  instrumental  in  furthering  habits 
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of  safety,  individual  responsibility,  better  speech 
habits,  self-expression  and  good  citizenship.  In  the 
primary  grades  time  is  given  for  creative  work  such 
as  sand  table  displays;  objects  familiar  to  Indian 
life,  charts  and  booklets;  etc.  The  upper  grades 
undertake  such  objects  as  woodworking,  sewing, 
soap  carving,  carrying  on  correspondence  with  chil- 
dren in  other  parts  of  the  country,  a  cowboy  band, 
and  numerous  other  activities. 

All  of  the  schools  have  stimulated  the  interest  of 
the  children  in  reading  good  books,  by  library  cor- 
ners, or  shelves  which  the  children  arrange  and  take 
complete  charge  of.  Book  clubs  have  been  formed 
and  meetings  are  held  which  tend  to  develop  coop- 
eration and  individual  responsibility. 

Many  original  and  enjoyable  programs  were  pre- 
sented during  National  Education  Week.  In  most 
instances  the  children  made  invitations  to  take  home. 
In  some  rooms  plays  were  arranged  and  directed  by 
the  group.  Many  parents  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted  with  our 
schools  and  teachers,  which  aids  in. bringing  about 
a  better  understanding  between  the  school  and  the 
home. 

The  Salem  Woman's  Club  deserves  a  word  of  ap- 
preciation for  the  help  given  the  schools  duriiig  the 
year.  We  also  express  appreciation  to  other  organi- 
zations which  have  helped  in  various  ways,  es- 
pecially in  the  dental  clinic. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  accorded  me  by  the  School 
Board,  parents,  teachers,  and  pupils.

To  W.  J.  Nelson,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Headmas- 
ter of  Woodbury  High  School. 

Since  school  opened  September  4,  1940,  for  the 
sixteenth  year,  304  pupils  have  been  registered,  6 
more  than  last  year.  This  is  the  largest  registration 
in  the  school's  history.  A  table  of  enrollment  by 
classes  follows:

1  is  working  for  a  building  contractor. 

Miss  Rachel  E.  Hartford  joined  the  faculty  this 
year  to  fill  the  position  made  vacant  by  Mrs.  Miriam 
T.  Smith's  resignation.  Miss  Hartford  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  has  attended 
Pennsylvania  State  College  for  three  summers,  and 
has  had  several  years  of  successful  experience  at 
Raymond  High  school. 

The'  several  improvements  made  by  the  School 
Board  in  the  building  and  surroundings  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  school  membership.  In 
particular,  the  Athletic  field  behind  the  school  build- 
ing, the  new  heating  system  for  the  Auditorium, 
and  the  basketball  banks  with  goals  will  fill  a  long 
felt  need.  The  Home  Economic  room  has  a  modern 
oil  range  purchased  with  funds  earned  by  the  Home 
Economics  department. 

The  customary  activities  of  the  school  have  been 
conducted  during  the  past  year.  The  usual  school 
classes  have  met,  with  the  exception  that  one  addi- 
tional year  of  algebra  has  been  added  to  the  mathe- 
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matics  curriculum.  Football  and  baseball  for  boys, 
and  basketball  for  boys  and  girls  including  those  of 
grades  seven  and  eight,  as  well  as  calisthenic  exer- 
cises for  the  school  at  forenoon  recess,  have  consti- 
tuted the  physical  training  work  of  the  school. 

Other  activities  have  included  assemblies,  a  danc- 
ing class  for  freshmen,  parties  and  dances,  publica- 
tion of  the  Ray,  organization  of  the  Student  Council 
and  the  separate  classes  with  their  class  officers, 
Dramatic  Contest,  Senior  Play,  a  discussion  course 
in  automobile  safety,  guidance  discussion  groups, 
music  classes,  the  orchestra,  and  the  operetta.  Hot 
lunches  were  served  at  cost  during  the  winter. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  school  is  more  room  and 
some  provision  for  mechanical  training  for  the  boys 
whose  needs  were  not  being  adequately  met  by  our 
present  program.  The  addition  of  a  general  elemen- 
tary course  in  mechanic  arts  would  help  us  to  prepare 
our  youth  better  for  everyday  life  in  the  home,  on 
the  farm,  and  in  industry  as  living  becomes  more  and 
more  dependent  upon  machinery  in  this  day  and 
age.  The  present  national  emergency  brings  this 
need  home  to  us  in  dramatic  fashion.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  provision  can  be  made  along  this 
line  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  many  kind 
acts  of  assistance  on  the  part  of  individual  citizens 
and  members  of  the  public  school  organization. 
Any  of  these  and  others  who  care  to  visit  school  will 
be  very  welcome  at  any  time.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Mr.  W.  J.  Nelson,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Music  in  the  Salem  schools. 

Today  when  all  educational  agencies  are  much 
concerned  with  the  training  for  leisure,  music  holds 
a  more  important  place  in  our  school  curriculum. 
Through  music  the  students  develop  the  power  of 
expression  and  the  power  of  appreciation  for  the 
beautiful.  Music  education  begins  in  the  first  grade, 
where  the  children  are  taught  to  sing  tunefully 
many  beautiful  songs  based  on  topics  familiar  to 
them.  Music  reading,  which  is  introduced  in  grade 
two,  is  carried  on  through  the  six  grades  of  grammar 
school  and  two  years  of  junior  high. 

At  Woodbury  High  School  there  are  four  musical 
groups ;  a  mixed  choir,  a  girls'  and  boys'  glee  club 
and  the  orchestra.  The  orchestra  now  consists  of 
seven  violins,  two  clarinets,  three  trumpets,  one 
saxophone  and  piano.  In  November,  "Don  Alonzo's 
Treasure,"  an  operetta  by  Penn  and  Morgan,  was 
presented  by  the  juniors  and  seniors.  There  was  a 
great  amount  of  enthusiasm  in  the  undertaking  and 
the  affair  was  a  success  financially. 

The  end  of  the  year  finds  me,  as  always,  grateful 
to  the  teachers,  on  whose  assistance  I  rely  to  such  a 
great  extent.
